At  last  came  the  unforgettable  trip  to  Washington,  D.  C.  , which  we  took  during  the  first  of 
March.  On  this  Journey,  we  were  accompanied  by  Mrs.  Boyette  and  Mr.  Harry  Helmer.  During 
our  four-day  stay,  we  saw  many  famous  places  which  we  had  all  read  about  previously. 

In  May  we  shall  receive  our  diplomas  and  then  our  school  days  will  draw  to  an  end.  Our  years 
have  been  busy  and  happy,  and  we  feel  as  if  they  had  been  well-spent.
